With regard to claim 49, the prior art of record fails to teach a means for 
coupling in a single spatial mode of an incoming light field to be examined in 
combination with the remaining limitations of claim 49. Claims 50-53, and 55-80 
are dependent from claim 49 and therefor also include the allowed subject matter. 

With regard to claim 81, the prior art of record fails to teach the step of 
coupling in a single spatial mode of said light field to be examined, in combination

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with the remaining limitations of claim 81. Claims 81-88 are dependent from claim 
81 and therefor also include the allowed subject matter.
